They ought to be best sellers but 
aren’t. The library doesn’t have them. 
City hall is the only place where they are 
available. Anyone who cares what hap¬ 
pens to Sierra Madre should get copies of 
the city’s financial statement for the fiscal 
year 1992-93 and accompanying manage¬ 
ment letter. (This was before David Cain, 
finance manager, came to the cit^. Ed.) 

Because it is written by auditors and 
accountants, the report is at first dry, 
boring. As one reads beyond the studied 
understatement, it becornes distressing. 
For the fifth-straight year general fund ex¬ 
penditures exceeded revenues. Actual rev¬ 
enues were 7.5 percent below budget, ex¬ 
penditures 5.2 percent over budget. This 
year, it was necessary to make a one-time 
transfer of funds, mainly from the Financ¬ 
ing Authority, to "reimburse" the general 
fund in an amount of slightly less than $1 
million to close the books with an ending 
balance just over $615,000. These sources 
of money are not available ever again to 
balance the general fund. 

Disclosures made in the notes to the 
report are even more distressing. Note 9 
discloses "cash overdraft of approximately 
$1,266,000" which resulted in "utilization 
of restricted funds in the approximate a- 
mount of $468,000...a (so-called) techni¬ 
cal violation of law." The management 
letter which accompanies the financial 
statements attributes this overdraft to 
"overspending on the capital project pro¬ 
gram and by water rates that do not ab¬ 
sorb the cost of debt service..." Another 
example of spending more than we get- 
gross mismanagement. 

The letter goes beyond the financial 
report and spells out other examples of 
irresponsible financial practices: bank 
accounts which have not been reconciled 
for up to 14 months; interfund balances 
that have not been reconciled for years; an 
accounting system which does not prevent 
expenditures in excess of budgeted a- 
mounts;'and finally, no record of cash 
receipts of the nine months the cash regis¬ 
ter went unrepaired. 

Many of these failings in basic finan-

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Henderson family 
that city cut back 
operations to one 

George Henderson Jr., brother of John Hen¬ 
derson, who perished in the flash flood in Bailey 
Canyon two Sundays ago, said, "I am glad they 
are found. Of course, that dashes any hopes that 
either of them could have been found alive. We 
are grateful to the workers who worked so hard, 
but we are disappointed with the mayor and some 
of the neighbors who insisted that the 24-hour 
recovery be cut back to 12 hours per day." 

Henderson said that several of the people who 
visited the site of the tragedy, the Bailey Canyon 
Debris Basin, voiced their concern to the family. 
"There is nothing to be gained by being bitter," 
he explained. 

He said the family felt that workers could 
have found the body of Matthew three days soon¬ 
er had the work continued around the clock. 

"It is hard to lose a little boy like that. It is a 
double loss, very difficult," he said, and added 
that his mother and sister, Laura, were having a

difficult time. 

He lauded the Flood Control workers and the 
Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team for their 
tireless efforts. 

Henderson said that the family was talking 
about a scholarship in Matthew’s name. The 
News has had several people ask if they could 
make a donation to the family and The News will 
be happy to collect, in sealed envelopes, any 
donations to this cause. Henderson said he would 
be happy if that could be done, so anyone who 
chooses to assist the family in establishing a 
scholarship should send donations to The News 
office at 9 Kersting Court, Sierra Madre. 

Henderson concluded by saying, "We’re glad 
we finally found them and we can put this behind 
us. The citizens and neighbors have been terrific 
with their outpouring of love and caring. The 
workers up there are almost like our family."

City should

Condolences to the 
family and friends of 
-The unwitting victims «f 
the flash flood in Bailey 
Canyon on Mar. 6. 
While the loss of life to 
a local flood event is to 
my knowledge unpre¬ 
cedented, the flooding 
which occurred in Bail¬ 
ey Canyon is not. 

Given that fact, it is 
hard to me to compre¬ 
hend the lack of collec¬ 
tive memory and com¬ 
mon sense that city of¬ 
ficials demonstrated by 
spending $15,000 in 
state taxpayer and pri¬ 
vately donated monies 
I for a pedestrian bridge 
I across the stream in 
lower Bailey Canyon 
I Park at this time. 

In Nov. 1979, only 
one year after the area’s 
last major brush fire, a 


across the stream to 
provide easier access to 
the Live Oak nature 
trail. 

On Jan. 9, 1980, a 
cloudburst resulted in 
severe damage to the 
bridge ~ahd substantial 
widening of the stream 
bed. A significantly 
larger flood event oc¬ 
curred on Feb. 16, the 
fourth day of a nine-day 
deluge that resulted in 
22 inches of rain; the 
debris basin was com¬ 
pletely inundated by 
mud and debris, includ¬ 
ing the bridge, forcing 


in flowing runoff over 
the spillway. Evidence 
in the form of basket¬ 
ball-sized boulders on 
the debris basin access 
road, and the remnants 
of the debris basin’s 
chain link fence 
wrapped around syca¬ 
more trees on top of the 
stream bank, suggested 
the occurrence of flood 
waters of at least ten 
feet in depth. 

As I also recall. 
County Flood Control 
officials warned the city 
shortly after the Oct. 
1978 fire that the foot¬ 
hills would be suscep¬ 


tible to mudflows for 
the subsequent your 
years. Fqf some reason 
the city foiled to com¬ 
pletely heed the warn¬ 
ings then, or apply what 
should have been 
learned from that past 
mistake to the present 
situation. 

In light of this recent 
example of local gov¬ 
ernment ineptitude, I 
think that I’m beginning 
to understand why the 
city is in such a finan¬ 
cial quagmire.

Because after-school programs are established at 
other elementary school campuses and are sup¬ 
ported through grant funds, Fowler pointed out 
that such a program would assist those working 
families who need extended care beyond the 
school day while simultaneously providing tutor¬ 
ing and homework assistance. Also available 
would be enrichment programs such as music, 
arts and crafts, drama, puppetry, sports and 
games, cooking, sewing. 

She suggested that the city of Sierra Madre 
could absorb the cost of funding personnel and 
supplies based on enrollment. 

How many children are they talking about? 
Between two and 30, said Pam Powell, acting 
administrator of elementary education in the 
Pasadena School System. 

The cost per week would be $50. Those who 
could not afford the cost would be assisted. Staff 
would be trained in areas such as "conflict reso¬ 
lution" and would provide supplies .such as paper. 

The council voted to instruct Parks and Re¬ 
creation Commission to review the request to op¬ 
erate a child care program at Sierra Madre Elem¬ 
entary School. 


Lisa Fowler, fprmer City Councilmember 
and current boardmember of the Pasadena Unif¬ 
ied School District, presented an idea for an 
after-school program at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School at Tuesday evening’s City Council meet¬ 
ing which was met with enthusiasm. 

"Sierra Madre is the only town with no after¬ 
school program. We propose a program, run by 
staff, that would augment learning by assisting 
youngsters in their homework and by establishing 
opportunities for cross-age tutoring," she said. 

She explained that since Sierra Madre 
School, the town’s only public school, is open at 
8 and closes at 2 p.m., there are four hours of 
questioned time for children. That leaves time 
open for "latchkey children," children who are 
home alone without supervision. 

"An on-site program could be excellent. It is 
really important that we recognize a chance to 
develop a partnership (between th6 school system 
and the town). This is the missing link. Would 
you please consider a $5000 startup fee to buy 
training equipment. I think the program can be 
self-sustaining, funded by tuition," she told the 
council.

Council hopefuls discuss 
balancing budget, tapping 
reserves at ARWC forum 


A question about tap¬ 
ping reserves in order 
to balance the city bud¬ 
get was asked of the 11 
candidates seeking elec¬ 
tion to the Arcadia City 
Council at a forum 
sponsored by the Arcad¬ 
ia Republican Women’s 
Club last week. 

Incumbent George 
Fasching said that the 
reserves were like hav¬ 
ing money in the bank, 
saved for "a rainy day" 
so that services would 
not have to be cut. 
Charles Chivetta said 
that the city should not 
increase taxes but that 
reserves should be used 
when necessary and not 
just to balance the bud¬ 
get. 

Mary Young noted 
that much of the reserve 
money is earmarked and 
that the council should 
work to balance the 
budget before tapping 
the remaining reserves.- 
Karen Towner said that 
to set aside reserves to 
help when times are 
tough is "good common 
sense. 

The other candidates 
indicated that reserves 
should be tapped only in 
a dire need, and that it 
was important to keep 
sales tax revenue up to 
help balance the budget. 

The Arcadia City 
Council took $1 million 
frmi reserves to balance 
the budget last year, and 


there is some specula¬ 
tion among . the chal¬ 
lengers that more re¬ 
serve money will be 
needed this year, be¬ 
cause of the current 
economic climate and a 
shortfall in money com¬ 
ing from the state. 

The candidates were 
in general agreement 
when asked about pro¬ 
tection from the "man¬ 
sion-type" homes that 
have been built. Most 
candidates addressing 
the question said that 
current ccxles need to be 
enforced. 

When asked about the 
termination of the last 
two city managers, 
Sheng Chang said it was 
mismanagement, and 
Young said it was a 
"crime" to release 
George Watts, but that 
Don Duckworth was 
"incompetent" and 
"needed to go." Fasch- 
-jng pointed out that— 
Watts was "too control¬ 
ling, too political" and 
that Duckworth didn’t 
keep the council in¬ 
formed. 

Each candidate had an 
opportunity to tell about 
himself and about his 
goals at the ARWC 
meeting, as well as at a 
forum sponsored by the 
Arcadia Business Assoc¬ 
iation last week. 

At the ABA meeting. 
Young said it was im¬ 
portant to dress up 
Downtown Arcadia 


without spending a lot 
of money ^-Celia Kalm 
explained that she was 
going to leave a trail of 
roses throughout Arcad¬ 
ia as she campaigned 
around town; Ruth 
Gilb, who said she is a 
cautious conservative, 
wants to halt the reck¬ 
less use of public funds;. 
Fasching said that the 
council has accomplish¬ 
ed a lot in the last four 
years; Chang said he 
would donate his coun¬ 
cil salary to the police 
department; Joe Ciraul- 
0 , a former member of 
the board of directors of 
the Downtown Business 
Association (now known 
as the Arcadia Business 
Association), announced 
that he is against bond¬ 
ed indebtedness; Johan¬ 
na Hofer described her¬ 
self as a "whistle blow¬ 
er" and concerned citi¬ 
zen; Barbara Kuhn 
-wante4o return-stability.- 
and balance- to the city 
council, and she an¬ 
nounced that she does 
not like the price tag on 
the Downto\vn Revitali¬ 
zation project; and Kar¬ 
en Towner explained 
that "public safety has 
to be No. 1."
